Since the Government inspections, thd 
health of the school, especially in regard 
to teeth, had improved in a remo. ‘kable 
no reason for that ‘was thal the 
periotical medical inspections were a 
convenient way tof drawing the attention 
of parents lo some of the defects in their 
children's health, Tt was a great thingy 
to remedy those duifects early. The, 
Board of Education laid. the, )proatest 
stress on the health of ‘the children,: 
which wae as important from an oduca-* 
tional pout of view as from the point 
of view of the children themselves, — It* 
was thanifacly not fair to expect a teach- 
cr to make progress with children who! 
were suffering from such handicaps as 
bad oye-sight and bad tecth. Mr. Bd 
wards (the Headwaster) had also point- 
ed out the uccessity for a few more| 
class-rooms, The school certainly, seemed) 
to bo crowded, He did not ,know , whe- | 
thor they could get the clasd-rooms j. ‘in 
connéction with that, the question would 
arise whether thes attdntiancp next torm| 
yould justify the expansion, He sup 
posed that u good many of the children 
ongkong during 
the war would probably go Home. There 
cwas likely to bo a great exodus thisdear.

THE SINO-JAPANESE 
IMBROGLIO 


‘Tue later news which bas come to hand 
relating to the Sino-Japanese imbroglio 
tends to support the view that the first 
reports were exaggerated. Great excite- 
ment wes created in Peking and 
elsewhere by rumourg which, we be- 
lieve, extravagant to 
jack of precize information and ignot- 
ante of recent developments in the world’s 
pélitical situation. It was never denied 
that the Japanese Minister, Mr, Opata, 
went to the Waichiaopu to protest 
against the avowed intention of the 
Chincee delegates at the European Peace 
Conference to disclose certain secret 
agreements between the two Powers, but 
there was very good reason to doubt 
whether -be wag guilty of the indisere- 
tions attributed to him.

"Lhe China Association,’ said Mr, 
Anderson, “has made a strong effort. to 
keep British trade in our own hands 
after che! war, Formerly, the Germans 
lad‘ gut into our trade in China to a 
very considerable extent by giving long 
etedit to'the Chineve. These credits were 
on a basia which English firms did not 
consider legitimate, but by means of 
thosa methuds the Germans succeeded in 
transferring 3 good deal of our, trade to 
themselves, no doubt with the object of 
ineredsing their statug, generally in 
China. We uf the China Association 
tried to get up here an understanding 
among English firms interested in trado 
with the Far East. We wanted them to 
do everything in their power to put ao 
ftop to the granting of- excessive credits, 
and also that, as far as possible they 
should confine their opératians-to Britis 
ebinnels, , ; 

“Well, in regard fo this, while we got 
a good deal uf support here, and while 
we believe the Germans will have great 
‘difficulty in the immediate future in ob- 
fuining the same financial facilities that 
they enjoyed before the war, the fact has 
to be recorded that we came up against 
@ certain number of people in this coun: 
try who plainly .told us that they will 
renew their German connectiong in China 
at the earliest opportunity. 

“Their reason for this attitude is that 
they hav. 
tions in China, that since the war they 
have been unable to replace their German 
connections with British ones, and, in 
brief, that if they agreed not to revive 
their trade with the Germans now, they 
would have no constituentg in China at 
ell, In other words, their contention 
is that firma who did no business with 
Germans in the Far East before the war 
would make no sacrifice, now, whereas 
they would have to sacrifice all, or nearly 
all, their interests.” 

THE OBJECT OF THE GERMANS. 

i remarked tha}, huving regurd to the 
tecord of the Germans in Chine and else- 
where, it was surprising that, apart from 
the ‘strictly business standpoint, patriotic, 
sotitiment did nut carry more eight with 
the clasg of business people referred tu. 

“The China Association and others 
outside," Mr, Anderson replied, “ too 
the view that Germang were not ‘in ‘trade 
in China only for the sake of the profit 
they got out of it. They had ulterior 
Mnotives, chief among theso being the 
desire to extend tho German sphere of 
influence. Recently, we sent out a state-

When on the western battlofieldy you 
geo tne devibeh work which has made a 
howling wildernesg of so much of the fair 
land ot France, and bag retuced great 
cities to dust and ashes, your heart grows 
hot within you. Une cannot imagine 
what haa becn done; the hideous crime 
has to be acen to be believed. © And 
weil 1 remember, as 1 wont through the 
jong rows of rubbish heaps that once was 
Lens, revolving in my mind how the 
Germans could be made to pay. Not 
that monetary ‘compensation 1s in the 
nature of expiation, for it leaveg the 
arch.criminals unscathed, and murder 
must foul is still unavenged, 

Can Germany pay? Lt ig a complex. 
problan, What is Germany? Sixty 
yours ago, she was a geographical expies- 
gion Yesterday, shy waa an empire. To- 
day, she is in dissolution. Let us clear 
our minds by first considering Germany 


Jay un economic unit. Can that unit 


afford to pay? 

The answer to this question is abund- 
antly clear, and, as they sy on the 
Treasury bench, in the offrmative. 

Germany, Og an economic unit, could 
pay, and pay in full, given time. She is: 
unacathed materially by war. Her splen- 
did coal, which will last longer than ours, 
ther ‘fine towns, her a gnificent railways 
‘and canals, ber ‘dl bquipped factories, 
her groat deposits of potash and zinc, her 
spreading foresta—all these are as good 
as, or better than, when war broke out, 
Her power of work, the energy of a 
people great in numbers, jy hardly im. 
paired. She has a larger population than 
when she marched in dishonour through 
Belgium, although it is true she 
since lost some 1,600,000 of her young 
men, 

TAXED TO PROSPERITY, 

Exerting this great economic power, 
Germany could probably pay £250,000,000 
a vear to the Allies during the next ten 
years, and yet be as well off at the end 
of the decade as she was when she began 
the war, 

Further, she could in a succeeding 
period of ten years furnish £400,000,000 
or more per year, and at the end of the 
two decades he bettor off materially than 
in 1914. The productive powers of man- 
kind are only now beginning to be real- 
feed, and the war has taught every one 
how cay it is for an organised nation to 
produc: wealth for any purpose, good 
or bad. 

But what would thy ‘ paying” mean? 
It would mean the exportation from 
Germany © thy Allies of German goods 
and products. There is no other way, 
for all the gold in Germany would fur- 
nish only a negligibly indemnity—t 
cout of twenty or thirty days of the war 
to us, There is a certain amount of 
German investment sbroad which could, 
be transferred to tho Allies, put this 
would not foot the gigantic bill which 
she ought to be made to pay. Se 

‘And it ia when we arrive at this point: 
that we.see difficulties about indemnity 
ayments. as States are how éstablished.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES. 
GOVERNMENT CONTHOL, 


The fall report of the proceedings of 
the sorond annual general mocting uf the 
Federntion of British Industries proves 
how marked has heen the progress of 
the federation since ite inception two 
yeors ago, 1. now numbers 976 members, 
and includes 17) trade associations, That 
its sotivities arc founded apen sound 
ideals is cvidont from the resolutions 
which were passed at the meeting. At the 
onteet, of the proovedings, Bir Richard 
Vassar-Smith pointed out, that in the past, 
the federation had been the object of a 
certain amount of criticism and suspicion. 
Thore are many, he said, to whom the 
whole idea of amalgamation and co- 
operation ix anathema, and who consider 
that absolutely unfettered individuatiam 
ix essential to the continuance of British 
Prosperity, There ure others who sec in 
the federation a capitalist. combine, nin 
ing al war to the tecth with Labour and 
the consumer. This kind of suspicion 
was fast dying out. 

That the question of the State control 
of industry is seriously regarded was 
evident from the very first. remarks of 
the now president, Bir Vincent Caillard, 
In returning thanks for his election, he 
said thoy wouldi almost certainly necd a 
great amount of combined effort and 
many strong united heaves together ht 
the rope to pull the Government off its 
Bystomn of contrgl. Control may be very 
nocessary during a war, and he did not 
deny that it has been necessary, But 
in times of peter it is merely a strangle. 
hold upon industry which is against 
the best interests ef the whole community. 
To all the problems af pence they would 
have to bring the same indouiitable cour 
age, the same perseverance, the same 
yitionce and the saan ability which have 

un directed to the problems of war, and 
he had no doubt that the memteos of this 
federution when facing these problems 
of race would not allow any poison of 
selfishness to weaken them, but would 
bring to bear upon them unconquerably 
will and indomitable courage gud con. 
tinued porseveranco 

Among the many problems created by 
the war, probably none is of greater im- 
portancs than the general attitude of 
the State to industry. Sir Algernon 
Firth pointed to the necessity of encour- 
aging the free How of capital inte in- 
dustry, especially having regard to the 
lurge numbers who, during the war, have 
for the first time become interested in 
State securities. When the war com- 
meneed, there were in this country only 
345,000 holders of British Government 
securities, whereas to-day there are, in 
round figures, 16] million helders of vari- 
ous types of Govornment securities. Tho 
view of the federation as to what the 
Govornment’s attitude to industry should 
be is given in the following resolution, 
which was unanithously carried :— 

“That the Fediration desires to im-) 
press upon the Government, and the 
country at large, the necessity (1) of 
maintaining, the principle of private | 
ownership of capital and encouraging 
the free flow of capitul into industry, 
and (2) of proserving and encouragin: 
that. spirit of individual enterprise an 
‘initiative’ which is the vital principle of 


national life. The Federgtion regards 

it oa essential that the Goveryment thould 

tilt Tt8"wtteption _ istance and., 
Va en 


atimulation’ ri rise and 
avoid any action tending totranefer 
initiative from the individual “to the 
Btate. The Federation considers that, tho 
roper regulation of industry can ‘gt 
attained by industrial self-governmehty 
in co-operation with the Departments of 
State and the organisation representing 
Labour and other interests concerned, 
and it resolves to use its own organisa- 
ete promote these objects so far og pos- 
sible.” 
Emphasisio, 


phasising the supreme importance 
of British industry, on which the whole 
social and. commercial fabric of the coun- 
try ultimately rests, and the serious 
responsibility in relation to the com. 
munity which is thereby imposed upon 
manufacturers, the federation urges on 
the Government the necessity of recognis- 
ing the importanco of industrial in- 
terests, It holds that representatives of 
the employers should be consulted no 
less than those of the employed in all 
matters affecting industry. The federa- 
tion on its part pledged itself to endeav- 
our by co-operative and! other means to 
raise production to the highest level, both 
in respect of quantity and quality, te 
reduce the expenses of distribution ond 
theecost of goods to the consumer, and 
to ensure, by promoting the fullest co- 
opernuion between employers and om.

TRIBUTE TO AN INDEPENDENT 
JOURNALIST. : 


A remarkable tribute was paid to Mr. 
Robert Donald ou his resignation of the 
editorship of the Daily Chruntcle, nearly 
200 journalists ond a large num- 
bor of public men altending at on 
luncheon given in bis honour at the 
Connaught Rooms. _ The lunchcon was 
organised by Mr. H. A. Gwynne (who 
ocgupicd the chair). Mr. J. Alfred 
Spender, Mr. A. G._ Gardiner, Sir 

qdley le Bas. and Mr, Sydney Brooks. 


Mr. Gwynne, in proposing the health 
of the guest, said this gathering was o 
great tribute to a distinguished journal- 
ist; but it was also something more. We 
were now facing a problem in journalism. 
There was nothing in law or outside law 
which prevented enterprising men from 
buying newspapers and running them, 
both to durther their views and’ for the 
commercial advantages which they would 
bring; but personally be preferred tho 
old-fashioned proprietor who had certain 
faiths and’ certain principles, and who 
stuck to them, dnd: who had created the 
journalism of today. If we were going 
to have combines, by which public opinion 
was going to be ‘influenced through inany 
channols on the ipae diatt of one, two, 
or three men, journalists would become 
slaves to an idea which was not the ideal 
for which they had been fighting. 
hr, T. P. O'Connor, as one of ‘Mr. 
Donald’s oldest friends in 
warmly supported the toast. 

Mr. J. A. Spender, who also spoke to 
the toast, said Mr. Donald had testified 
ata great personal sacrifice that, although 
a paper could be sold, an editor could 
not be bought, 2 

Mr. Donald, after expressing his pro- 
found appreciation of the honour paid 
to him, said ho was not in entire agree- 
ment with Mr. Gwynne on the subject of 
combinations of the Press. This was an 
orn of great combinations, and he did not 
think newspapers could be excluded from 
the modern tendency. He drew ‘é distine- 
tion between combinations such as that 
of the Northcliffe newspapers, which were 
run by newspaper tien, and combinations 
of men who thought that when they 
bought a few shares in o newspaper they 
became newspaper men. In Germany, 
before the war, the Press was Prugsianised. 
The Government had an official organ and 
a semi-official organ. Every department 
had its Preas Bufeau andi its news oditor. 
The coneequenco was that during the war 
the German poorle never knew what 
they were fightimg about. He believed 
that we in this country on the pro. 
pagandist side did something to p 
them to know. Hindenburg said that 
Lord Northcliffe had demoralised his 
army and his people, but in that state 
mont Hindenburg was a little prema- 
turer because, although Lord Northcliffe, 
hod done remarkably well in Austria and 
Hungary, he had not at that time, owing, 
to the supineness of the War Office, been 
able to begin major operations in Ger- 
many, He (Mr. Donald) did not suggest, 
that the German eystem wae likely to be} 
introduced into this country; but tbe| 
Press here had had too much Government 
control and too much Government 
ingpiration during g war, and there Was 
&-beginning of the Prussian system in 
very department, of the Government hav- 
ing ite own Pres ‘agency, and more than 
one minister having his own Press agency. 
British institutions rested upon freedom 
—freedom af specch and freedom of the 
Press—and anything that lessened that 
freedom would be a national danger.
